A 30-year resident of Cologne, he makes a 
rare U.S. appearance to preside over a retrospective 
sampling of his music, theater pieces, and films Two 
classic films, in updated treatments by Kagel, will be 
shown: MM5I, a re-working of FW. Murnau's Nosferatu 
(1921), featuring Aloys Kontarsky as the theater pianist; 
and Szenario, based on the surrealist flm Un Chien 
Andalou by Luis Bunuel and Salvador Dali (1928). Kagel 
has developed many exotic new musical instruments and 
formal strategies to infuse a sense of the unexpected 
into the Western concert hall.
